As  a  person  journeys  down  the  road  called 
life,  he  often  approaches  a  place  where  the  one 
path  diverges  into  two.  Here  he  pauses,  thinks, 
and  chooses  his  way.  Of  the  two  there  is  always 
one  which  is  well-trodden,  smooth,  and  prom- 
ising of  a  pleasant  journey.  The  other,  how- 
ever, is  found  laden  with  growth,  rocky,  and 
possibly  discouraging.  The  cautious  traveler 
will  nearly  always  choose  the  former  as  have 
most  of  his  predecessors.  But  occasionally  there 
approaches  one  who  selects  the  latter.  He  and 
his  companions  comprise  those  in  history  who 
have  helped  shape  the  destiny  of  the  world. 
Such  were  Lincoln,  Wilson,  Webster,  Roosevelt, 
and  Socrates.

We  thrust  all  into  the 
hands  of  our  leaders  —  in  the  government,  in 
business,  in  labor,  and  in  everyday  life  —  then 
we  follow.  If  freedom  is  to  survive  there  must 
be  a  sufficient  number  of  people  who  will  di- 
vert, challenge  existing  ideas,  and  brave  the 
torment  of  public  oppression.  The  courage  which 
this  requires  defies  that  of  a  battlefield. 

In  the  poem  "The  Road  Not  Taken"  which 
is  quoted  above,  Robert  Frost  spoke  of  the  sit- 
uation in  life  saying,  "I  took  the  one  less  trav- 
eled by  and  that  has  made  all  the  difference." 
The  difference  it  makes  is  never  a  certainty.  It 
may  bring  fame  and  riches;  it  may  lead  to 
obscurity  and  poverty.  But  those  who  dare  to 
be  different  —  who  dare  to  walk  alone  —  are 
our  hope  in  a  world  where  freedom  is  constantly 
threatened.  America  was  not  made  by  cowards. 
It  shall  not  be  preserved  by  them.
